This step was 
largely due to dissatisfaction with the 
wav in which the converts saved in his 

_gervices had been treated or rather ne- 
glected, by the churches into which he 
had sent them. 

From 1865 to 1878 were the days of the 
Christain mission.

In 1880 Commissioner Railton brought 
the first expedition that left Great Bri- 
tainto New York. In ISS] the army 
pioneers started for Australia and New 
Zealand, La Marechale Booth-Clibborn 
commenced work in France. In 1882, 
India, Sweden, Canada, South Africa and 
Switzerland were opened; Germany in 
1885; Holland Denmark followed in 
1887; Norway in ISSS, South America, 
Finland and Belguim in 1889; northern 
Italy in 1801, and Jamaica in 1802, while 
this year is to be signalized by the in- 
vasioe of Spain, Egypt, Palestine, Japan, 
Java, Demarara and Malta. 

To-day the forces of the army consist 
of some 4,000 corps, under 12,000 officers, 
who hold 30,000 services every week, in 
40 countries and colonies. The total

VAN HORNE TALKS. 


The President of the C. P. R. Discusses 
the Company's Business. 

Sir William Van Horne and R, B. An- 
gus sailed from New York lately for a 
few weeks onthe Mediterranean. Before 
leaving Sir William discussed Canadian 
Pacitic matters. Replying to a reference 
to the amount of American business 
done, Sir William Van Horne said: 
“There isa very much exaggerated idea 
of our American business current among 
people who are not well informed, but I 


do not think that any railroad men who | 


are acquainted with the facts complain 
of ourcompetition. Reports of the inter- 
state commerce Commission will show 
that less than 5 per cent. of our tratiie is 
between American points. The 5 per 
cent. of business, moreover, represents 
only about 1 halfof 1 per cent. of our 
protits. We do not seek American 
through trattic. Itis not protitableto ns. 
Direct trunk lines may be found profi 
table because their haul is shorter but 
when we carry it for less than they do it 
does not pay us. We do not compete 
for this business. I desire to state that 
this traflic that we carrv is taken only to 
oblige our American connections. A 
road that is receiving trade from a con- 
necting line has to take what comes to it. 
We cannot very well discriminate and 
refuse some of the tratlic they give up 
So this unprofitable American trade pays 
us indirectly in other ways. The Cana- 
dian Pacific makes its profit on its local 
business which has been built upon the 
policy of stimulating local industries and 
commerce all alangthe line. We havea 
great deal of profitable business too, in 
trade between Canada and the United 
States. Canada, for instance, 1s an im- 
portant source of lumber supply to the 
eastern states and that business is proti- 
tableto us. The Canadian Pacitic was 
built with special reference to being oper- 
ated cheaply. Heavy gradents were 
avoided. Wedo all the telegraph, ex- 
press, sleeping car. grain elevator and 
lake steamer business ourselves. Finally 
train robberies are wholly unknown on 
the Canadian Pacific.

How to Move Large Maples. 
To a correspondent who askcd how to 
move and prune some large maple trees, 
six and seven inches in diameter the 


ting back limbs where this seems neces 
sary. When the ends of the branches 
are pruned. they should be cut back toa 
limb, the wounds 
with coal tar,and no stubs should be 
left to decay. In removing such large 
trees in is good practice to prune the 
roots back by digging a trench about 
the trees, say five feet fram the trunk, 
and if this trench is filled with good soil 
new feeding roots will start out during 
the next year, so that the tree will bein 
excellent condition for removing in a 
year from the coming winter. Large 
trees can be removed with snecess, but it 
costs time and care and money. Persona 
who do not chose to go to the extra ex- 
pense, however, can console themselves 
with the reflection, that as a rule, it is 
best to plant small trees, and that a tree 
ten or twelve feet high will be probable 
be as large in ten years as one planted at 
the same time when it was twenty-five 
feet high.

THE MURDER OF KINGS. 


“THE FATAL LINE” AS IT RUNS 
THROUGH HISTORY AND LEGEND- 


The House of Stuart in Scottish and Eng- 
lisi Annals—Some Very femarkable- 
Facts Catalogued by a Careful Student 


an ihe Free Press recently, under tne: 
head ‘*The Marder of Kings,” is a resames 
of some of the notable murders of civil 
rulers in the world’s history. In speaking 
of the rulers of Scotland, reference is made 
to the murder of Duncan by Macbeth, of 
the killing of the Red Comyn by Bruce, 
and of the fate of the first and the third 
of the Jameses in the Stuart line, which 
has won the title of ‘‘The Fatal Line.” 
The catalogue is susceptivle of an almost 
unlimited extension. 

Robert Stuart, duke of Rothesay, eldest 
sou of Robert II, and heirapparent to the 
Scottish crown, was starved to death by 
his uncle, the Duke of Albany, who sought 
to cut off the direct succession sot 
micht succeed to the crown of his brother. 

Zubert IIL, a mild prince, instead of 
eutting his brother's (the duke of Albany's) 
head off for bis infamous crime, adopted 
the milder course of sending his second 
son, James, to France, to shield him

Albany's power of harm. James was 
intercepted en route by the English and 
beld in captivity for eighteen rs, but 
was well treated, was educated in the 
learning and accomplishments of the 
English court, won an English wife, and 
was finally restored to his kingdom for a 


moderate ransom. His education develop- 


ed intellectual qualities that manifested 


themselves in hterature, for which the 
Stuarts were all more or less distinzaished, 
but none more than Mary, Queen of Scots 


James gave a Vigorous adininistration to 
Scotland and was murdered because of lis 
Vigor in punishing those who had been 
guilty of disorders during his captivity 
James I. unwisely took part in the hinz- 
lish ‘‘War of Roses,” and was killed by 
the bursting of a cannon during an engage- 


ment between Enulish factions. 

Some of the Scottish nobles who had 
possession of the young son of James IIL, 
raised a rebellion in his name against the 
father, who was defeated in battle, tled, 
took refuge in a mill, and was slain by his 
pursuers, The young king, James IV., 
upon reaching maturity, beeame smitten 
with contrition because of the part which 
be had been made to play toward his 
father, and wore habitually the ‘‘peniten- 
tial shirt.” 

James IV. himself fell at the fatal battle 
of Fiodden. 

James V. died of a broken heart because 
of the treachery for want (or want of pro 
per support) on the part of his nobles at 
the battle of Pinkie.

CHRISTMAS EVE IN PARIS. 


Forget and Forgive Is the Custom—Mid- 
night Mass and the Family. 


On Christmas eve in the homes of 
Paris, when the children are fast asleep, 
with the bonnes to-watch over them, the 
older ones and the parents go to the 
grand high mass, lasting from 10 o'clock 
till midnight This ‘<4 very solemn ser- 
vice and is sung with great ceremony 
and with row upon row of white veiled 
nuns, whose narrow belts of blue, orange 
or red show their peculiar order, kneel- 
ing in the transept. 

Just at midnight the mass ends, and 
the order boys snuff the tall candles. 

Then the family returns, and there is 

the reyeillon, or the supper of waking— 

the one meal of the year at which 
are gathered the brothers and sisters to 
the home of the oldest married child. 
There are places for the grandparents, 
too, and, if a child has been lately born 
to swell the family circle, a seat of honor 
next the grandmere for its mother, who 
is queen of the feast. 

‘The “supper” is a great dinner, at 
which good will isthe order, where are 
drunk innumerable glasses of harmless, 
unintoxicating grape wine, and where 
toasts are offered to every conceivable 
good luck, past and to come. 

At the reveillon are discussed all the 
aflairs of the family. If during the year 
the relations between two of its mem- 
bers have become strained, all is often 
forgiven and forgotten in this family 
love feast. 

So with toast and rally and story the 
hours creep by until it is far into the 
small hours, when the party breaks up. 
—New York Press.
